Some weeks ago.a correspondent 


“\aent me a ‘hand which he had held, 


containing. oné eight and no other 
higher card, and inquired whether 
this was a record, could do no 
more than inform him that the odds 
against a hand having no card above 
an eight were about 17,000 to 1. A 
very active bridge- player might ex- 
pect to hold sucha hand about once 
A year. 


This reply produced in tho following 
week a letter from another gentle- 


man who had held om hand with no. 


card higher than av7, This involved 
me, im further mathematics, as oa 


result. of which it transpired that. 


the odds against such a hand were 
about 254,000 to 1. 

On the publication of this result, 
two more gentlemen have written to 
me stating that they had held hands 
with no card higher than a six. One 
of these had all four sixes, and 
the other"had only one six, “and 
neither of them held any higher 
card. I: may now inform these gen- 
tlemen that they have run up 
against a chance of more than 8 
[millions tol. 

Tho Next Stage, 

Feeling confident that next week 
T shall hear trom some other gentle- 
man who has held no card highor 
than a Sve; I will ‘now forestall him 
by stating that the odds against it 
exceed a thousand millions to one’ 
and that if he holds such hands with 
any frequency his best. remedy isto 
find a new "set of friends to, play 
bridge with, as his present ones 
seem Tittlo too much for, him. 
But no ono can deny the possibility 
of such a hand turning up: indeed 
it is more likely than o hand with 
thirteen of a suit. .

Sup- 
posing that Lord Yarborough’s 
actual bet was £1,000 to £1, and 
supposing that he got this. bet on 
20,000 times n year, his avernge ex- 
pectation would be an income of 
about £9,000 a year, He may have 

‘ot it on much more frequently, for 
Ee céuld be betting with all the 
players in the’room at the same 
time, end on every hand that“they 
picked up. A Yarborough bas now 
become a name for’ any hand with 
nothing above » nine. -It may also 


| be used metaphorically, to connote
